House Democrats previously called for the feit special session to reform Alaska's oil taxes, and they hope the Govemor 
will agrec to add this issue to the special session call. 

Last Tuesday Democrats attempted to add funding to the budget to continue the current Senior Care plan for another year. 
That vote failed along party lines. 

The next day on the final day of session, Democrats called for votes on two other bills that would have extended these senior 
payments. Democratic attempts to bring those bills to the Ooor were also killed on party-line votes. 

"This is not a controversial issue » said Rep. Max Gruenberg (D-Anchorage). "A poli shows that most Alaskans and more 
than 80 percent of the people in my district support assistance for seniors. Taking care of our semors is an Alaskan pnonty. 

If Senior Care is restored during a special session payments would be continued, and could be made retroactive to July of this 
year to protect seniors who will stop receiving these payments on July 1.

Governor - great answerl To give you a little more background, the 
Department of Law will be reviewing all the appropriations in the 
operating and capital budgets. I received a copy of the bill analysis 
they did for the appropriation bill last year, dated June 23, 2006 ( I 
would be happy to make a copy of the letter and leave it with Kari if 
you would like to look it over) . Specifically on grants to religious 
entities they look for 3 things: 

1. there must be a secular legislative purpose 

2. the principal or primary effect must be one .that neither advances 
nor inhibits religion 

3. it must not foster "an excessive government entanglement with religion" 

Schools are a bit of a different animal since there are specific 
constitutional provisions regarding private schools - Law is researching 
the issue. There is case law on this topic as well. 

So, bottom line is that the title of the appropriation does not always 
tell the story - we are getting the back up and will be reviewing all of 
these prior to making recommendations to you.

VIII) Agriculture Ouestions from Rob Stapleton 



Guestion 1: Based on the BACs decision to privatize Mat-Maid what is the interim plan to 
buy local milk should the dairy quit before another bottling plant is up and running? 



Response to Ouestion 1: If Mat-Maid is privatized purchase of milk from the producers may 
be on-going. This of course would depend on the terms and conditions of any sale and the 
private operator's intentions. The BAC is well aware of the position the producers would 
be in if the sale was immediate and milk purchases were to be curtailed prior to Mat Maid 
continuing its operation under a new owner or the proposed new dairy in Palmer started 
purchasing milk. We supported the $600,000 for either a soft landing or a transition 
period to a privatized dairy. The worst case scenario is a licruidation of Mat-Maid assets 
The goal is a reasoned ratcheting down so the producers have time to deal with it as best 
possible. Will there be problems, yes. However, if Mat Maid can operate until the new 
dairy is operational it provides a bridge to help the producers. 
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Ouestion 2: Do you feel that agriculture is a viable future business for the State to 
invest in? 



Response to Ouestion 2: No one can predict the future. However, we can provide 
comprehensive directions for the agricultural industry and a positive environment to 
foster growth. A strategic plan that provides comprehensive direction will allow both the 
agricultural industry and the State to forge a solid relationship so that industry can 
grow and prosper. Over the past years the industry shows an overall increased growth in 
most commodities, including all feed crops (such as barley, hay and oats) , all vegetables 
(such as potatoes) and other crops (including greenhouse and nursery) , but dairy products 
and all meat animals were down. We have success stories in Alaska grown products with 
potential new markets developing in Alaska such as use by the cruse ship industry. We must 
continue to support our successes and provide for new potential development as well as 
expansion where appropriate. We must tap or resources such as the University and others to 
build a stable and viable industry. 



Ouestion 3: If so, will the state continue to support Alaska grown products in the 
future? (How, a plan?) 



Response to Ouestion 3: Yes, a strategic plan that is designed to provide a map to the 
future that recognizes the current status of the State' s agricultural industry as well as 
to outline a timetable for its future goals and objectives and their associated costs. 



It is critical that the core of Alaska' s agricultural industry that is currently 
in place must be supported yet allowed to develop new priority programs and initiatives. 

Impediments to industry growth must be identified and creatively resolved. 

Strengths, underutilized abilities, and limited resources must be identified so 
that they may be enhanced and strengthened by additional investment. 



Ouestion 4: Will your administration leave a legacy for the agriculture industry? 
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Response to Ouestion 4 : The State and the agricultural industry have experienced both 
failures and successes. The current policy does not fully reflect or recognize Alaska' s 
potential for a diversified agricultural industry, the characteristics of a diversified 
industry, or the need for long term stability. Numerous agricultural development projects, 
plans, analyses, and studies have been undertaken, and issues and proposals have been 
debated. A plan developed by interactive participation of public and private participants 
that will include the general public, providers, producers, processors, agencies, 
legislators and consumers that provides a map to the future is needed to assist 
agriculture to be a healthy and sustainable industry. I can see that a plan is 
accomplished, but to implement it will take the help and hard work of all of us working 
together. We can continue to build upon our successes and create new opportunities for the 
future. This is not about me,- it's about supporting an Alaskan agricultural industry, a 
renewable resources industry. 



Ouestion 5: What is the State' s long-range plan for its agriculture dedicated land at Pt. 
MacKenzie? Industrial, airport, etc. 



Response to Ouestion 5: The land has been sold for agriculture. The use is restricted to 
agriculture. We have no plans to do otherwise. If parcels are returned to the State, they 
are reviewed and a decision made as to offering them either in their current conf iguration 
or to consider smaller tracts and the necessary conditions. 



Ouestion 6: Grocers in Alaska say that there is only a three-day supply of milk products 
on hand in their stores and warehouses. Is there any emergency plan in place should Alaska 
be isolated from receiving outslde milk and shipments to provide milk with a local dairy 
product for children and babies?
